At the mecting on December 9 wo had as gucst speaker Mr. Goorgo We Stark of the 
Detroit News staff and President of tho Detroit Historical Socicty. Mre Stark took 
as his subject, “Famous Dead in Dotroit Comotcrics”, and in « briof and ontcrtcin- 
ing talk omphasized what othcr spcakers have rocontly snid, thet the study cf his- 
tory too often begins too far away from homo. He told how close, as a youth, ho 
had lived to two cf Detroit's oldest cometorics in which lio buried such mon as 
Colonel John Francis Hamtramck, Rovolutionary horos; Douglass Houghton, famous 
young scicntists; and Captain Ebor Brock Ward, Detroit's first industriolist, all 
mon who loom largo in tho history of Michigan and of tho nation. And yct he cs a 
boy know nothing at nll about thome Mr. Stark, among others, is trying to help thc 
city of Detroit to a knowlodge and appreciation cf its very intcrosting past. 


Tho mecting of the scsciety cn January 13 was hold, not as usual in tho Detr-it Pub- 
lic Library, but accross tho streot in the Dotroit Instituto of Arts. Our President, 
Mr. Francis Waring Robinson, who is Curctor of European Art ct tho Institutc, had 
invited us and also tho Detroit Historical Socicty tc sco a current exhibit of 
Amcriccn painting and to hear ao talk by Mr. Edgar Pe Richardscn, Assistcnt Director 
of the Instituto. Illustrating with lantcrn slides, Mr. Richardson talked oft THE 
‘AORLD OF THE ROMANTIC ARTIST, a SURVSY OF AMERICAN CULTURE FROM 1800 TO 1875. In 
his very intcrosting discussion Mr. Richardson, who is probably the foromost cuthor- 
ity on this poriod cf pointing, provcd to us at lenst two thingss how littlo wo 
know about the artistic sido of oarly Amcrican life, and how many sided the study of 
gencalogy can be if we are intcrestod in how our anccstors lived end not merely in 
nomcs and datcse We wish to thank tho Dotroit Instituto of arts for this mcctings

Scott rccords, which Mrs. Whclan has contributcd.

Mary Donelson, apparently just before the family migration to Indiana began in 1828. 
He was one of the executors named in the Will of his father Abraham Switzer, and cone 
tinued to reside on the home farm in Montgomery County, which he eventually enlarged 
to 648 acrese He had seven children. 
(Montgomery, Parke and Fountain Counties, Inde, pe 569).

171. Abraham Switzer was born July 18, 1795 in Virginia. While the family was 
Living in Ross (now Pike) County, Ohio, during the “lar of 1812, both he and his 
father, Peter Switzer, enlisted and rendered military servicee His wife ‘was Leah 
Parrille He died Nove 24, 1863. (Switzer Genealogy, pe 18). 


172 Isaac Switzer was born in Virginia, Septe 15, 1797 and died June 21, 1871. 
His wife was Casandra Foster. 


173. Jacob Switzer was born Mav 6, 1800 and died Apr. 30, 1892, 


1746 John Switzer was born Febe 20, 1803. He married Mary Ae Ce Dillon. In 
1824 he went to Vermilion County, Indiana, and entered public land which he sold to 
his father in 1834. He died Jane 11, 1863. 


175. Elizabeth Switzer was born Jane 24, 1806 and died Nove 17, 1845¢ She 
married Silas Parrill. ‘

married Nancy Henderson. 


331. John Hawk was born in the Capon Valley of Hampshire County, Va., Nov. 
1787 and was christened at the Hebron Church, Nove 21, 1788. At the christening 
Johannes Haack and Christena Haack (presumably his grandparents) stood sponsor. 
(Hebron Church Records) His later childhood was spent in the Greenbrier Valley, 
where his parents were among the early pioneers in what is now Pocahontas County. 
In 1810 John went to Gallia County, Ohio, where he married his second cousin and 
former Virginia neighbor, Rebecca Switzer (Noe 123). They entered land in Wilkes- 
ville Township, which they cleared and made their homee John Hawk died Oct, 4, 1865 
and is buried in the family cemetery plot. (Gravestone inscription). For their 
children see Noe 123-6 


332- Rebecca, eldest daughter of Jacob and Sarah (Bumgardner) Hewk, was born 
April 5, 1789, and was married Febe 16, 1810, to Stephen Burr in Greenbrier County, 
Vae by Reve John Pirel (Parrill) (Greenbrier Co. Marriage Records). To this marri- 
age was born in 1812 one child, Sarah, who never married and died in Ohio at an ad- 
vanced agee Stephen Burr died before the family left Virginia and Rebecca then mar- 
ried Thomas Johnson by whom she had ten children, including Jacob, Aaron, John, 
Nancy, James, William and Rebecca Anne Rebecca was again left a widow about 18366 
She lived on a farm about two miles west of McArthur, Ohio, and some of her descen- 
dants still live in that vicinity. 
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333. Isaac Hawk was born in Bath (now Pocahontas County in West Virginia) on 
Dece 26, 100. In 1814 he went to Ohio and lived a few years with his brother John 
who had preceded him to that state. He married Sarah Switzer (Mo. 126) Dec. 12, 1816 
and then entered land in Jackson Township in what is now Vinton County, where he 
built a cabin in 1820 and cleared the farm on which he lived fifty years. He died 
Febe 18, 1870. At the time of his death he had 110 grandchildren, some in Ohio, and 
others in states farther weste (History of Hocking Valley, page 1316). 


334. Abraham Hawk was born Octe 16, 1792 and married Diana Taylor. His father 
deeded him the northwest quarter of Secs 29, Town:9, Range 37 in Jacksee County, 
Ohio, where they made their home. He died in Pike County, Ohio. Some of his des 
cendants have continued to live in southern Ohio. 


335. Jacob Hawk, Jre was born, probably near Little Sinking Creek, Virginia, 
Oct, 21, 1794. after the family moved to Ohio he married his second cousin, Anne F. 
Switzer, Febe 9, 1818. He took up land in Sec. 6 of Elk Township, northwest of 
McArthur, Ohio, near his brother Isaac, where he lived until his death, Jen. 14, 
1873. For his children see Noe 124. 


336¢ William Hawk was born in Virginia, May 21, 1796 and married Leah Switzer 
in 1820. His father gave him a quarter-section of land near Madison Furnace in 
Madison Township, Athens (now Vinton) County, Ohio, Auge 11, 1823, where they lived 
until after the death of his wifee He and his children moved to Keokuk County, Iowa 
in 1853, where he died a few years latere (See also Noe 127)+ (Jackson, Ohio, 
Standard Journal, apre 2, 1892). 


337. Samuel Hawk, born Mar. 22, 1798, married Jane Craig of Jackson County 
after the family moved te Ohio. They lived on a quarter-section of Sec. 9, Elk 
Township, Vinton County, some two miles north of McArthur, Ohio. They had at least 
six children. He sold this farm about 1855 and probably moved to the West. 


336. Reuben Hawk, born Mar. 22, 1798, married Nancy Arthur of Jackson County, 
Ohio. Their home was near Berlin Cross Roads in that county. He lived to be almost 
ninety-three years of age, his death occuring on New Year's Day, 1892. Five of 
their children grew to maturity, some of whom went to Missouri; the others lived 
near the original home-site. 


339. Christina Hawk, born in 1800, was married in 1821 to John Livingstone, 
who was born in Pennsylvania in 1798. Her father gave them an 80 acre tract of land 
in Sece 13 of Richland Township, Jackson (now Vinton) County, Ohio, in 1829 and they 
made their home there. Ghe died in 1970, her husband in 1888. They are buried in 
the Mt. Zion Cemetery near their homesite. They had at least eight children and 
have descendants still living in the locality above mentioned. 


33 (10). Henry Hawk, born Sept. 26, 1801, married Rachel Switzer (Noe 128) in 
Gallia County, Ohio, in 1825. On Dece 8th, 1827 his father gave him a quartersec- 
tion of land in Madison Township, Athens (now Vinton) County, Ohio, near the home 
of his brother William whose wife was Rachel's sister. They lived and died on this 
farme His wife’s death occurred suddenly while she was walking in a field near the 
hous@e I have no knowledge as to their descendants. (Jackson Standard Journal 
April 2, 1892). 


33 (11). Sarah Hawk, born May 3, 1803, was married in 1820 to Calvin Morrison, 
son of Isaac Morrison, an early settler in Elk Township, Vinton County, Ohio. She 
died in 1840, being the first of the fifteen children in her family to die. After 
her death her husband went to Illinois. I have no information as to her descendants. 
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33 (12)- James Hawk, born Nov. 4, 1804, was married to Margaret Jane Byers by 
John Potter, Justice-of-Peace at McArthurstown, Ohio, Dece 25, 1828. His wife was 
born in Pennyslvahia in 1811. The year after their marriage his father deeded him a 
quarter-section of land in Section 21, immediately north of the village limits of t 
McArthur. They sold their farm in 1853, moved to Iowa, and later to Missouri. In 
1850 they had seven children living:

She 
was married, Jan 18, 1827, by John Potter, Je Pe, to Jonathan Winters (1804-1880) , 
‘son of Thomas Winters, a soldier in the Revolutionary War from Pennsylvania. They 
lived on a farm given thom by her fathcor, about a mile west of McArthur, Ohio, and 
about the samo distance cast of hor parents" home = near enough to the latter that 
she was able to give her parents filial companionship and scrvices in their old age. 
«gnes and Jonathan had ao number of children, one of whom, Enos Te Winters, continu- 
ed to live on the home farm and servod for a time as County Sheriff of Vinton County. 
His daughter Emma married a cousin of the writcr, Alvin Fe Huhn, and they are now 


living in Columbus, Ohio. Agnes has many other descendants widely scattered 
throughout the United States. 


33 (14). Eli Hawk was born in Greenbricr County, Vae, Sept» 25, 1808 and 
dicd in Iowa, July 28, 1895. He was married Dece 29, 1830 by Robcrt Nickel, Je Pe 
to Margaret Winters, daughtor of Thomas Winterse They lived on land given him by & 
his father near the latter’s home. Thoy had five children, of whom three lived to 
maturity; Harriet, who married Theodore Morrison; Eliza, who married Henry Huhn and 
Mary, who became the third wife of Samuel Be Hudson, and had two children, Mergaret J. 
wife of Howard C. Huhn, both relatives of the writer, living at Hamden, Ohio, and 
Fanny (Comink), deceasede Margaret died Septe 2, 1840 and on March 4th, 1841, Eli 
married Christina Frye He and his second wife latcr moved to Iowa where they reared

a family of ten childrene He was the last survivor of fifteen brothers and sisterse 























33 (15)e David Hawk was born Apre 18, 1811 and was married in Jcockson County, 
Ohio, Nove 21, 1833 by John Reed, Je Pe to Elizabeth Loving. He cnd hig wife made their 
home with his parents and looked after them as long as they lived. David then moved 
his family to Iowa and lived there until his death which occurred in Martinsburg, 

Septe 23, 1881. His grandson, Prof. Grover Ce Hawk, an educator in the state of 

Iowa, is compiling a complete genealogy of tho Hawk family. He and the writer have 
exchanged much information regarding that family.

During the fourth and fifth goncrations the rapidly multiplying descendants of 
Elizabeth Brombach continued to spread westward, and many cf them scttled in Iowa, 
Missouri and Tlinois, while others remained near the older homcsitcs in West Vir- 
ginia, Ohio and Indiana. Absonce of sufficient data precludes following the later 
gencrations in detail. Hence this account will be confined to those individucls in 
later generations of whom the writer has particular knowlcedgo because of direct 
connoction with his own family, helpfulness in furnishing data, or other recsons. & 








1232. Jacob Hawk 3rd, eldest son of John and Rebecca (Switzer) Hawk was born 
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in the family homestead on Raccoon Creek west of Wilkesville, Ohio in 1812. In 

1839 he married Martha Loving of Richland Township, Jackson (now Vinton) County. He 
acquired a quarter=section of land in Section 14 and became a prosperous and re= 
spected citizen of that township. Later he acquired his father's farm, presumably 
when the latter became too old to operate ite Whatever their plans, they were large- 
ly unfilled, for both he and his father died in 1865, and the farm eventually was 
sold in settlement of the estates The widow and family remained there for a time 

but later some of them emigrated to western statese Jacob and Martha had eight 
children, one of whom, John Loving, served as a Union soldier in the Civil War and 
later settled in Nebraskae 


1238. Mary Ann Hawk was born July 28, 1827 and on Sept. 21, 1855 at her home 
near Wilkesville was married to Japhia Condit, a young shoomaker from New Jersey. 
The following year they moved to Keokuk County, and then to Warren County, Iowa, 
where they farmed and reared thoir family. She was an industrious, capable and 
thrifty pioneer housowife. She died Jane 16, 1890. One of her sons, John Condit, 
an aged and respected citizen of Indianola, Iowa, has been helpful to tho writcr. 


1239. Louisa, youngcst daughter of John and Rebecea (Switzer) Hawk, was born 
August 26, 1830 in the family homo in Fraction 24 of Wilkesville Townshipe On April 
14, 1853 she was marricd to Quincy Adams Davis, son of John and Betsey (Blakely) 
Davis, who came to Gallia County, Ohio, from Chenango County, New York in 1818. 

John Davis was the son of William Devis who served in the Continental Army from 
Providence, Re Ie, under Cole William Potter. Louisa and her husband took up their 
residence on the farm known as the Blakely Farm about a mile south of Wilkesville, 
Dhio. She was a kindly and industricus woman, with the blond complexion and flaxen 
hair of her %viss --rbearse Both she and her husband were devoted members of the 
Wilkesville Preg>yterian Church. She died of some kind of pulmonary ailment in the 
prime of her life, Dece 4, 1880, leaving cight children, of whom the youngest 
12398. James Jeromo Davis (1867-1937) was the fathor of 
123982. Lelia A. (Davis) Hudson, the writer's wife. 
None of the children of Louisa Davis are now living, but she has a number of grand- 
children and greategrand-children residing in Ohio and Michigan.

1242. Joseph F. Hawk was born Sept, 27, 1820.. He was a bachelor and lived at 
home with his ;arents during their lives, after which time he and his sister Rebecca 
became owners of the farm. He died July 5, 1897. 


1245. Rebecca Hawk was born Apre 1, 1825. She never married and spent her 
life on the home farm northwest of McArthur, Ohio, first with her parents, and after 
they died, with her brother Joseph. She died Jane 17, 1898- 


1247¢ David Hawk was born in Elk Township, athens (now Vinton) County, Ohio, 
Nove 22, 1828 and married Sarah Le Barker, Nove 22, 1857. His wife was the daughter 
of William and Cynthia (Minot) Barker, natives of New Hampshire who emigrated to 
Ohio sometime after 1830. She was born Feb. 20, 1838 and died Jane 2, 1883. They 
had six childrens

Barnett Fe Eggleston is said, in the History of Jackson County, to have been 

the son of Spencer and Nancy (Gifford) Eggleston, the former of whom was born in 
Sheffield, Mass. The baptism of Spencer Egglcston (evidently not as an infant) is 
in fact recorded at Sheffield 7 July 1806, but not his parentages the census shows 
him living at Lyons, Ontario Coe, Ne Ye, in 1820. If he was a Sheffield Eggleston 
he was undoubtedly a descendant of Joseph 4 (Nathaniol 3, James 2, Bygod 1) who 
founded that branch of the family, and the most probable family in which to place 
him is that of Moses, son of Elijah 5 and grandson of Joseph 4, but this is not 
provene Leonard Eggleston of Jackson in 1870 (Battle Creek, 1860) is known to have 
been born at Skaneateles, Ne Ye, 19 Jan 18243 he married Adeline Cs Welton of Syra- 
cuse and lived in Dryden, Ne Ye in 1850. As his parentage is not clearly given I 
can only conjecture that, of all the Eggleston families placed by the census at Skan- 
eateles in 1820-30, he would best fit in that of Benjamin 6 (Samuel 5, Nathaniel 4, 
Isanc 3, Jomes 2, Bygod l).

ADDENDA TO “JOHN SCOTT OF BROOKFIELD” 
Contributed by Maurice We Fox of Detroit, Michigan. 


Since writing the first ingtallment of this sketch, it has been my privilege to 
examine a typewritten copy of minutes of Blandford, Massachusetts, town meetings, 
beginning with the town's incorporation in 1741 and extending over a period of 
eighty years. Minutes show 2. John Scott chosen as one of the town's five select- 
men in 1769, 1771, 1782, 1783, 1784 and 1785. He was aleo, at different times, con- 
stable, “pette” juror, grand juror, assessor, tything man and surveyor of highways, 
He served on committees to supply the pulpit, class the inhabitants, and take care 
of the schoolings In 1773 and again in 1783 he was elected to the town's principal 
office, that of moderator. His name last appoars Auge 27, 1787. It would appear, 
then, that all his olevon childron wore born in Blandford, as his youngest child 
was born in 1780. 


In the consus of 1790, Town of Otscgo, Montgomery County, New York, is tho 
name of John Scotte This "Town of Otsogo” includes what is now Unadilla, Otsego 
County, Now Yorke My present boliof is that this John Scott is our 2. John Scott, 
who, as statod above, was in Blandford as lato as 1787. It would appcar, thon, that 
ho came diroctly from Blandford to what is now Unadilla, and my statomcnt that he 
"wos for a short time near Hancock, Mass.” is in crror.

A RARE BOOK NOTE 


In a note from Mr. Charles Atwood Wilson cf Minncapolis,.Minnosota, ho sayss 
“Recently, looking for an article among rare, old English books, I found it in one 
of two books bound together ir calf in folio. The first bore the imprint “London, 
Printed by Adam Islip, 1621.” The second, of several hundred pages, “A SCHOLASTI- 
CAL DISCOVRSE AGAINST SYMBOLIZING WITH ANTICHRIST IN CEREMONISSe ESPECIALLY IN THE 
SIGNE OF THE CROSSE. ANNO DOMINI, 1607." 

“The name of the author is not given but it is admitted as the work of the eminent 
Puritan divine, Rev. Robert Parker (15647-1614). In faint pencil marks is “Re 
Parker™. On the reverse of the title page is the bible record (in lieu of a bible 
with a blank page) of “John Pearson hias Bouke. He wease Bouren in Agust 23 day 
1682.” The names and dates of birth of his children follow. The book has the book 
plate of “George Pearson Wilkinson". I made certain that tho latter was not a 
member of the local family of that name and the entrios not that of a descendant 
of the omigrant Pearson by ascortaining that tho book was purchascod by the Univor- 
sity in 1936 from “Goorgo Allon & Unwin, Ltd., Ruskin House, 40 Musoum St., London, 
WCI." (Rare book colloctors ploago take notice.)

Philip Lorentz Hautz, buricd at Klopp's Church, was very likely the immigrant of 
1738 and also probably a relative or brother of Philip Hautze According to an entry 
in the Swatara Church Book on Dece 16, 1740 Philip Lorentz Hautz and his wife Eva 
were sponsors at the baptism of a son of Philip and Mcrgaret Haoutze This son was 
named Philip Lorontg ovidently after his sponsor. Philip Lcrentz Hauts, son of 
Philip and Margaret (Reyer) Hautz, married Anna Maria Mueller of Lebanon Twp., Lan- 
caster Cos, March 7, 1764, (Rev. Casper Stoever Record) In 1775, he took over the 
homestead of Christopher Mueller, father of Anna Maria, paying off the other heirse 
(Deed in Dauphin Coe, Pae Records) In 1785, he sold this itand and moved probably 
to Cumberland Coe, Fae, as he took up a tract of state land in that county in that 
same yeare (Pae Archives) He evidently died there as, in 1802, his second wife, 
Ann Hitron or Ketron, was the wife of Wendal Weber of Cumberland County.
